AMERICA  THE 

It  was  M-arcia  Gibbons  idea  to  have  the  "America  the  Beautiful  "Show . 

1992  is  the  500th  anniversary  of  Columbus  discovering  America.  What 
a wonderful  wav  to  celebrate  this  anniversary  and  encourage  patriotism. 
As  artists,  we  can  make  a real  contribution  by  bringing  our  interpret- 
ations of  the  beauty  of  America  to  the  public. 

Marcia  received  her  training  at  the  New  England  School  of  Art  in 
Boston.  Subsequently,  her  work  has  been  influenced  by  several  prominent 
artists  with  whom  she  has  studied.  In  1980  she  became  a member  of 
the  New  England  Watercolor  Society  and  she  served  on  the  Board  of 
Directors  for  10  years,  from  1981-1991. 

THE  NEW  ENGLAND  WATERCOLOR  SOCIETY 

The  New  England  Watercolor  Society  which  began  in  1885  as  the  Boston 
Watercolor  Society,  was  organized  for  the  advancement  of  aesthetic 
watercolor  craf tmanship . For  the  first  forty  years  of  its  history,  its 
membership  included  some  of  the  best  known  names  in  American  art, 
Charles  Curtis  Allen,  Frank  W.  Benson,  George  Hallowell,  F.  Childe 
Hassam,  Louis  Kronberg,  Otis  Philbrick,  Maurice  Prendergast  and 
Charles  Woodbury.  John  Singer  Sargent  was  an  honorary  charter  member 
when  the  organization  again  changed  its  name  to  the  Boston  Society  of 
Watercolor  Painters  in  1892. Due  to  the  continued  expansion  in  the 
Society's  membership  to  include  all  the  New  England  states,  it  was 
voted  to  change  the  name  to  the  New  England  Watercolor  Society  in  1980. 
Annual  watercolor  exhibitions  were  held  until  1950  in  a variety  of 
locations  such  as  the  Boston  Art  Club  and  Vose  Galleries  and  the  work 
of  society  members  began  to  be  appreciated  by  larger  audiences. 

From  1951-1969  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston  became  the  site  of 
the  annual  exhibition,  followed  again  by  a diverse  series  of  locations. 
The  Guild  of  Boston  Artists  hosts  the  annual  exhibit  and  the  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  of  Boston  hosts  the  biennial  NorthAmerican  open  shows. 
Other  exhibits  are  also  held  at  galleries  and  museums  throughout  New 
England.  The  New  England  Watercolor  Society  presently  has  approximate- 
ly 160  Full  Members  whose  work  in  aquamedia  has  achieved  a high  degree 
of  accomplishment.  The  New  England  Watercolor  Society  also  has  approx- 
imately 90  Associate  Members.  There  is  an  annual  jurying  each  year  in 
March  to  become  a Full  Member.
